NO FIRE ESCAPES PROVIDED. 


SERGT. HALL SAID THEY WOULD 


HAVE SAVED ALL LIVES. 


Policeman Was Important Witness at 


the Inquest on the Victims of 
the Olive Street 
Catastrophe. 


The coroner’s jury Tuesday tn the inquest 
of the victims of the Empire Hotel fire on 
Olive street Sunday held Proprietor Gill- 
ham responsible for the eleven deaths, to 
the extent that he had provided no fire 
escapcs, life lines.or other means of escape 
from flames in his lodging louse as the 
law directs. 

The verdict states that the deceased_per- 
fons came to their death by shock, burns 
and suffocation in the different cases. 

The said building consists of two-story 
houses connected by two interior openings; 
that it was used as a public lodging house 
and owned und operated by Emery W. Gil- 
ham; that said building was not equipped 
by the said Emery W. Gilham with. life 
lines, fire escapes as required by the stat- 
utes and ordinarces providing for public 
gafety of hotels and lodging houses; that 
the deaths of the aforementioned eleven 
persons was due to the absencé of life lines, 
fire eScapes ard necessary escapes from 
said building; that Emery W. Gilham is 
responsible for the death of the aforemen- 
tioned eleven perscns to the extent that he 
did not provide safety devices required by 
the statutes and ordinances 

That the death of the eleven perosns was 
also indirectly due to non-conformance with 
the statutes and ordinances providing for 
the public safety in hotels and lodging 
houses. 


Commisioner of Buildings Longfellow 
Baid to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday morn- 
ing: 

“Information against Mr. Gillham, pro- 
prietor of the Empire Hotel, has been filed 
with, the prosecuting attorney and the city 


attorney, charging violation of both the’ 


Missouri statutes and the city ordinances.”’ 

The statutes provide that all such build- 
ings shal] have fire escapes. The ordi- 
nances require that there shall be a rope 
in every room, for use in case of fire. 


The coroner's inquest on the victims of 
the Olive street Empire Hotel fire opened 
at 10 o'clock Tuesday morning. Deputy 
Ceroner Fitzsimmons conducted the inquest. 

The jury consisted of M. Rosenfelt, 1008 
Olive street; Edmund Surbled, 1011 Pine 
street; D. A. Kensel, 110 Pine street: J. F. 
Costello, 1108 Pine street; Charles J. Sutter, 
1019 Pine street, and Robert Shinler, 4188 
Morgan street. 

The list of witnesses includes Sidney 
Mannheimer, H. H. Thompson, 8. N. Meis- 
ley, R. A. Woolsey, J. R. Fisher, Cc. W. 


Park, Jans Lee, Gabriel Sturgeon and 
Sergt. Hall. All these witnesses were guests 
of the Empire Hotel on the night of the fice 
except Mr. Mannheimer. 
Police Sergeant Charles L. Hall of the 
Eighth district said that he had tried to 


enter the house at the front door, but that’ 


the hallway was “a roaring furnace.” 

Sergt. Hall described the building, saying 
that the second and third floers: each con- 
tained eight rooms. 

“Would these persons have lost their 
lives if fire escapes had been attached to 
Sergt. Hall was asked. 

“Not one life would have been lost if 
the buildings had had fire escapes,"" was 


. .the reply. 


“With fire escapes on the building the po- 
lice and firemen could have entered the 
second and third floor and taken out every 
man who had not made his escape. 

“As, it was there was no way to enter 
except up those blazing stairs. 

“As well as I can judge the fire origin- 
ated or the first floor, under the stairway. 

“Five were found ead on the third floor, 
two on the second ard two on the first. 

“There was a strong smell of gas when I 
opened the door,”

The location of the stairways was de- 
scribed and Sergt. Hall said that Gilham 
had remodeled the house by removing the 
rear stairway. 


Awakened by 
Cry of Fire. 


Policeman John L. Siace was the next 
witness and was followed by Carl W. Park, 
an Olive street conductor, one of the sur- 
vivors of the fire. 

“IT was awakened by the cry of fire,’’ 
said Park, “and went to the head of the 
stairway. The fire was raging there. 

“My roommate, J. R. Fisher, and I then 
ran to the rear second story window and 
Jumped out. 

“When we went to the house to rent 
the room a week before we were told that 
the porter was awake all night and would 
wake us, but he never did. He slept every 
night, and we had to buy an alarm clock. 


. John R. Fisher, Park's roommate, was 
the next witness, and repeated substantiai- 
ly Park's statement. 3 
- George G. Lane, a medical student. who 
roomed on the second floor, appeared with 
a bandage over his nose and to.d of the 
escape of himself and his roommate, Harry 
Cline, whose leg was broken. He said that 
the hallway of the second floor was on fire 
and that no attempt had been made. se far 
he knew, to awaken those on the third 


“IT tled two sheets together and went 
down them,” said Ross Woolsey, the next 
witness, when asked how he escaped from 
the second floor. 

* “L was the last man to get out alive.” 

Dr. 4ans Lee, the next witness, was asked, 
as previous witnesses had been. whether 
life lines had been placed in the rooms, and 
whether any notice as to means of escape 

case of fire had been posted in the 
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Coroner’s Verdict Says Em- 
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Gabriel P. Sturgeon of Columbia, Mo., a 
student at the Missouri Dental College, 
said that no means of escape had been pro- 
vided in the room ocupied by himself and 
H. H. Thompson. 

Less than a dozen persons, aside from 
jurors and witnesses, attended the inquest. 
John J. Lally, manager of the house, was 
not present and a certificate from Dr. J. 
A. Pritchard, stating that he was unable to 
attend, was read. 

Sidney Mannheimer of 2636 Olive street 
said that he was aroused by his sister. Ida 
Levy, who had seen the reflection of the 
fire from their window. 

“The fire was all at No. 2700’ at first,”’ 
said Mr. Mannheimer. “When the fire en- 
gines came the whole building seemed to 
be ablaze. 

“The fire apparatus came from 5 to 7 min- 
utes after T got out on the street. 

“IT helped to carry away one man who had 
jumped from the third story window. |] 
think he was dead. I saw no other bodies.”’ 
Policeman Michael Burke of the Eighth 
district said that he had been called from 
Uhrig’s Cave Hall and had found the en- 
tire building ablaze.

Dropped Out 
of a Window. 


Thompson was the next witness. He said 
he dropped out of a window after lighting 
the gas In his room and dressing. 

‘Frank M. Niesley, a painter and decora- 
tor, followed. He occupied the hall room 
of the west section of the house. Park was 
then recalled, and testified that the space 
under the stairway had been partly filled 
with mattresses and rubbish. 

Recalling Thompson, Deputy Coroner 
Fitzsimmons asked whether any. means of 
giving an alarm to the guests from the of- 
fice had existed. He said there had been 
none. 


Building Commissioner Charles F. Long 
fellow, who had listened to the testimony 
of the previous witnesses, was then called. 
“Do you believe the lives of the guests 
could have been saved by fire escapes and 


safety devices?’ - Mr. Longfellow was 
as : 
“Seme of the lives would have been 
saved,’’ he replied. 

“Has a violation of cit 
shown by the testimony?’’ 
“The testimony shows that all the ordin- 
ance provisions were violated.”’ 

Mr. Longfellow then read the city ordin- 
ances ee gee | lodging house Keepers t> 
place ropes and rope ladders tn oaah ro-m 
and to keep a gong in or near the office 
for arousing guests.

The hearing of testimony in the inquest 
on the bodies of the victims of the Empire 
Hotel fire was concluded at 12:40 o'clock 
Tuesday, and the case went to the jury. 
Building Commissioner Longfellow in 
closing his testimony said that he had only 
one Inspector available for the enforcement 
of the fire etcane ordinance and that one 
man could not attend to the work. 

The Empire Hotel had never been ins ect- 
ed with regard to fire escapes, Mr. Long- 
fellow said.

The President and His Wife Constantly 
in the Sick Room, and the Latter 
Rarely Rests or Sleeps. 


GROTON, Mass., Feb. 11.—At 11 a. m. it 
was announced that there was a slight 
improvement in the condition of President 
Roosevelt's son. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GROTON, Mass., Feb. 11.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr., is less “‘flighty’’ this morn- 
ing. but his condition otherwise is un- 
changed. He had a very bad night. Most 
of the time he was delirious. For half hours 
at-a time his cries could be heard in the 
street. Once he shouted: “O, mother, give 
me some water.” His other cries were in- 
coherent. There are rumors that some form 
of meningitis is present, but this rumor has 
not the backing of the doctors. They do not 
pretend to deny that the boy's condition is 
most critical. 

Mrs. Roosevelt seldom sleeps and then 
only at the bedside of her boy. When he is 
Most delirigpus she can calm him cons dcr- 
ably by those magic arts most mothers pos- 
sess, but which no man ever will be able to 
fathom. 

President Roosevelt is constantly with his 
wife, There is nothing “official” about theze 
two strangers ameng strangers. 

They are plain mother and father bat- 
‘tling for their son’s life, and from the way, 
telegrams and cables are coming here it is 
plain that friends far and near are praying 
that their boy will speedily recover. 

At 8:30 a. m., however, came the word 
from ‘the sick chamber that the crisis in 
the right lung (the one in which ft first 
developed) had been satisfactorily passed, 
and that the patient showed improvement, 
and everyone about the institution, espe- 
ciallyy President .Roosevelt, and .the boy’s 
mother, became ‘more cheerful and hope- 
fui. | 

Mr. Cortelyou said today: “The Presi- 
dent’ 1s in- constant’ cogmunication with 
Washington and is weil up to date with 
publié business. Miss Alice Roosevelt has 
not’ been summoned to Groton and will not 
be unless the situation becomes much more 
grave.

Vital Questions in the Case of the 
Wrecked City Savings Bank 
of Detroit. 


DETROIT. Mich., Feb. 11.—The most vital 
question to the depositors of the wrecked 
City Savings Bank is whether the checks 
which Cashier H. R. Andrews certified for 
F. C. Andrews when he had no funds in the 
bank, amounting to $662,000, and which the 
latter deposited among four other local 
banks and a trust compaay are legal. 

If they are held to be illegal because of 
Cashier Andrews having certified tv them 
without the knowledge of the directors, it 
is thought that the assets of the City Sav- 
ings Bank, with what has been turned 
over to it by F. C. Andrews, will be suffi- 
cient to pay depositors in full. 

On the contrary, if they are held to be 
legal it will take just that amount from) 
the depositors. 

President F. C. Pingree said soma that 
he believed the checks would be decided 
illegal and that the depositors would receive 
at least 75 per cent on the aollar. In the 
statement prepared yesterday of the bank’s 
condition these certified checks were i,- 
nored. 

F. C. Andrews has not turned over to the 
City Bank any of the securities he took out 
of the other banks with the over-certified 
checks and their whereabouts is not known, 
Nothing could be learned in regard to them 
by the bankers who questioned him wvester- 
day. There was not much change e&-ty to- 
doay in the condition of Cashier H. . An- 
drews who is seriously ill with nervous 
prostration.

A colossal real estate deal was con- 
summated in St. Louis Tuesday morning 
when property covering a total area of 
five blocks, bounded on the north by Rut- 
ger, the south by Carroll and extending east 
to West from Main to Front street,- was 
transferred to George J. Gould, president of 
the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
Railway companies. 

The consideration was $825,000. 

The property was deeded by the St. Louis 
Cotton Comprese Co., whose immense es- 
tablishment in South St. Louis, will be re- 
moved to the East side. 

In realty circles it is rumored that Mr. 
Gould has made the purchase for the pur- 
pose of building an immenée freight de- 
pot and to extend freight yard facilities. 

At_present the Gould properties are de- 

on the freight facilities afforded 
_ at Seventh and Popular streets, but these 
it is said are considered wholly inadequate 
for the rapidly increasing business of the 
system. 

Tuesday’s transaction was exclusively 
foreshadowed in the Post-Dispatch. of last 
Sunday. 


BIG CONCERNS MUST MOVE. 

The first move was made Monday 
Gabriel L. C. McDonald disposed of the 
property known as block 861 and bounded

Writ Was Issued and Body Removed 
at Request of Mrs. Duffy, Who 
Says She Acted for Young 
Man’s Parent. 


The coroner’s jury concluded the inquest 
on the body of Harry M. Greenlee, killed 
Sunday while riding on an Eads Bridge 
automobile at East St. Louis Tuesday, and 
returned a verdict, declaring that he had 
met death “in an accidental manner.”’ 

The verdict was as follows: 

“We find that the deceased came to his 
death Sunday, Feb. 9, at about 1:30 p. m., 
from injuries received while riding on the 
top of automobile A, as a passenger, while 
crossing Eads Bridge, and that he came to 
his death in an accidental manner.”’ 

Greenlee was struck by a bridge timber 
while passing under a low portion of the 
bridge roadway Sunday afternoon on top of 
an automobile and killed. 

The jury intended to resume the inquest 
at 9 o’clock Tuesday, but did not meet un- 
til an hour and a half later, owing to the 
fact that three members of the jury went 
to Kurr 1s’ undertaking establishment, 
where the inquest had begun Monday, and 
the other three members went to M. J. 
Walsh’s undertaking rooms, where the body, 
which was replevined late Monday after- 
noon, now rests. 

Dr. E. H. Litte, Charles Finn and Dr. 
Henry Smith met at Walsh’s. The other 
three mrmbers of the jury, J. . Reed, 
James Davis and C. Droit, met at Kurrus’ 
establishment. A number of telephone mes- 
sages were sent before the divided jury 
became a unit. 

Tuesday Fred Weiner. who was in charge 
of the automobile whereon Greenlee met 
death, testified 

He said that the automobile used was the 
largest and highest in service. It was the 
first time he had used this machine on the 
bridge. 

He said he had slowed up the machine 
while passing under the steam roadway, 
where Greenlee was killed, and did not an- 
ticipate danger. He called to the outside 
passengers to duck when he passed under 
the roadway and did not hear anyone shout 
for him to stop. He heard some one cry 
“You have killed my friend’’ after he had 
passed under the roadway and he slowed 


up. 

Henry Hesse, Greenlee’s friend, who was 
riding with him, testified to the main facts 
of the story as given, after which the ver- 
dict was given. 

Greenl>~’s body will be shipped to Belle 
Plains, Io.. Tuesday night for burial. 

Two undertaking establishments claimed 
Greenlee’s body Monday and the courts 
‘were called upon to decide which establish- 
ment should care for the body. 

Justice P. F. McKane of East St. Louis 
issued a write of replevin late Monday 
afternoon directing the Kurrus Undertak- 
ing “+e to surrender Greenlee’s body to W. 

. Cain. 

Cain, was 
Greenlee’s chum and roommate. With 
him, when the writ was secured were T. 
Princeton Wheeler and William McMahon, 
also friends of the dead man. 

Mr. Cain said he was acting for Mrs. 
Thomas Duffy of Sixth street and Piggot 
avenue, with whom Greenlee boarded. 

In order to get the body Cain was re- 
quired to give bond for $50. which is con- 
sidered twice the value of the corpse. 

The replevin suit will be tried before Jus- 
tice McKane Feb. 

Mrs. Duffy says ae received a telegram 
from Greenlee’s father in Belle Plaines, 
Io., directing her to take charge of his son's 
body and ship it to him. She was acting 
in accordance with this telegram, she says, 
when she nad Cain ask Mr. Kurrus to give 
up the body.

EVERYWHERE. 


“ven in the Methodist Church,” De- 
clared Rev. Oliver Humstreet, 
Amid Great Hxcitement.

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 11.—The Rev. 
Oliver Hemstreeet, a Presbyterian minister, 
caused a stir in the meeting of the Presby- 
terian ministers here by denouncing the 
late President McKinley. 

Dr. Hemstreet had been asked by his 
fellow ministers to deliver an address on 
“Anarchy,’’ but they were startled when he 
began a bitter tirade against the dead Presi- 
dent. He said: 

“McKinley encouraged the very thing 
which ultimately caused his death. He 
withheld his power and let the canteen send 
hundreds of our soldier boys to hades. 

A few years ago the anarchists of New 
Jersey, wearing the McKinley button and 
the red badge of anarchy on their coats, 
plotted the death of one of the crowned 
heads of Europe, and it is probable that the 
Plot to assassinate the President was 
hatched at the same time or soon after- 


ward. 

“Anarchy is abroad in our land. It sways 
many of our public officers. It is in the 
church, especially in the Methodist shurch, 


‘where the government is by bishops.” 


Dr. Hemstreet was several times inter- 
rupted and when he had finished nearly 
every other minister present jum to his 
feet to reply. The Rev. Dewitt. president 
of the meeting, denounced Hemstreet's 
sentiments.

STERILIZED WATER KILLED HIM 


Man Who Drank It Exclusively for 
Health Died From Germs Con- 
tained in It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
UTICA, N. Y., Feb. 11.—The habitual use 


of sterilized water has been the cause of 
the death of Prof. Sydney R. Covey. 

Prof. Covey had drunk no other water 
but the product of a local sterilizing con- 
cern for several years, and his death by 
typhoid fever led to an analysis by experts, 
which proved that the well from which the 
firm procured the water was filled with 
germs, and the water was unfit to drink. 
The source of supply has been shut off, 
and the matter is being investigated by the 
health authorities.

LIFE CREW UNABLE TO GET TO 
DOOMED VESSEL. 


NO NEWS FROM MEN ON SHIP. 


It Is Hoped They Escaped in Small 
Boats, at Best a Great Risk 
to Run. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAPE MAY, N. J., Feb. 11.—Thousands of 
people lined the shore here all last night 
watching the burning of an unknown three- 
masted schooner and powerless to go to the 
aid of the imperiled crew. 

Several miles beyond the ice which blocks 
the shore there are drifting ice floes, in one 
of which the ill-fated vessel had been im- 
prisoned for several days. She was first 
seen from here last Saturday night, but 
was not thought to be in much danger, as 
the ice was not believed to be heavy 
enough to crush her. 

Since then she has been drifting to and 
fro with the tides, sometimes coming with- 
in five miles of the coast and then passing 
almost out of sight. 

She was about six miles off shore when 
she was discovered to be on fire. She was 
soon a mass of flames, Itghting up the 


rough sea and the floating ice for miles. 


around, 

The fire burned brightly for several hours, 
when it was suddenly extinguished. It is 
not known whether the vessel sunk or was 
burned to the water line. 

As soon as the fire was discovered the life- 
saving crews manned their boats and en- 
deavored to put out. They found that they 
could make no headway with the oars and 
then started to drag their boats over the 
treacherous blocks of ice to the open water. 
They had not returned and it is not known 
whether they succeeded in reaching the 
burning vessel. It is hoped that all the 
members of the schooner’s crew took to the 
— boats soon after the outbreak of the 

re. 

Persons who were watching the fire 
through strong glasses shortly before night- 
fall say that they saw the boats put off 
from the burning vessel. 

In escaping from the schooner, however, 
the men faced another peril scarcely less to 
be dreaded than the fire. 

While the ice about the vessel was not 
heavy enough to break in her strong sides, 
it was a serious menace to the trait boats 
in which the sailors were driven to seek 
safety. 

This peril is being shared by the life- 
savers in case they have succeeded in 
reaching the scene of the wreck. 

There is no possibility of learning the 
fate of either the sailors or the life-savers 
for hours.

WIRELESS. TALKS 


THE PHILADELPHIA SENT MES- 
SAGES 150 MILES FROM SHORE. 


Conversations Were Also Held Between 
Passing Vessels at Long 
Distances.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—The American liner 
Philade!phia has broken the record for hoid- 
ing long distance communication with the 
land by wireless telegraph. She talked 
with the Lizard 150 miles distant and part 
of the time in a raging gale. 

Both the Philadelphia and the Lucania, 
making port yesterday, had a series of in- 
teresting wireless talks. 

Frederick Stacy, operator on the Phila- 
delphia was in communication with the 
Lizard at 2:15 p. m. on Saturday, Feb. 1. 
The conversation was carried on ior 36 
hours, or until the ship was 150 miles away. 
The operator claims this as a record be- 
tween ship and shore, the Campania and 
Lucania having communicated with each 
other at sea for 180 or 190 miles, At 
Cherbourg where the Philadelphia was 
stormbound for 16 hours a message was 
received through the air from his South- 
ampton office for Capt. Mills. While the 
vessel was lying by the connections were 
at all times perfect. 

At 9:50 p. m. last Saturday the Philadel- 

hia was engaging in the dialogue with 
Nantucket lightship. 

“It is so rough that we can hardly stand 
on deck,’’ flashed the operator from the 
tumbling light vessel. 

“Everybody is well on the Philadelphia,” 
replied the expert. ‘It’s flerce on deck 
and the ship is icing ee 

Operator Hopworth of the Lucania caught 
his first distinct message from the Umbria 
steaming east at 7 a. m. last Wednesday 
in mid Atlantic. 

The distance at the opening of the con- 
versation was miles. The ships com- 
municated with each other for several 
hours. 

Mr. Hepworth received between thirty 
and forty messages for passengers of the 
Lucania, and sent &n equal number to 
the Umbria. ‘“‘The Umbria did not report 
any severe gales,’’ said Mr. Hepworth, “but 
unsettled weather. I chattered with the Um- 
bria for a long time after my commercial 
business was off the air.”

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FIGHT BEGUN FOR LONDON’S UN- 
DER GROUND RAILWAYS. 


YERKES HAS THE WHIP HAND. 


It Is Expected that $2,000,000 Will 
Be Spent Trying to Get Rival 
Franchise.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—J. Plerpont Morgan is 
expected in London by the end of the’month 
to give his personafattention to the details 
of his coming big struggle with Charles T. 
Yerkes for control of the projected system 
of rapid transit ‘‘tubes’’ connecting the 
west end suburbs with the city. 

Both Mr. Morgan and Mr. Yerkes are 
heavily interested in projects before Par- 


liament for constructing nearly 70 miles of 


underground lines which will require a cap- 
ital of more than $175,000,000. 
Mr. Yerkes was the first to foresee the 


ostibilities of this traffic, and obtained 
rom Parliament last year authority to con- 


4 struct a “‘tube’’ line from Brompton road 


to Picadilly Circus. Mr. Yerkes is now 
seeking a franchise to complete his road 
by carrying it so as to join another ‘‘tube”’ 
line, now almost completed, connecting 
North and South London under the Thames. 

The scheme of Mr. Morgan's company is 
equally ambitjpus. 

As Mr. Yerkes already has a franchise for 
the Picadilly route, it would be contrary to 
the policy of Parliament to grant a com- 
petitive franchise to Mr. Morgan. Mr. 
Yerkes, therefore, seems to. have the whip 
hand of Mr. Morgan. 

An army of lawyers, engineers, railroad 
and electric contracting experts have been 
engaged by each side, and it is estimated 
that at least $2,000,000 will be spent in this 
mameese contest before a Parliament com- 
mittee.

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CONVENTION OF ASSESSORS. 


In another column will be found a very suggestive letter on 
the subject of tax assessments, from Mr. H. C. Carter, deputy 
city assessor at St. Joseph. on 

The county assessors will meet this month in Jefferson City 
to discuss the subject, and Mr. Carter points out that the time 
will be opportune to discuss the entire prevailing method of tax- 
ation. 

The scheme of assessment to be adopted for 1902 should include 
uniformity, equality and actual value. 

This last is important. The law plainly requires the assessment 
to be upon the actual value, but as a matter of fact’ the valua- 
tions vary from 25 per cent to 80 per cent, resulting in the great- 
est injustice. 

To correct the wrong by making assessments upon actual values 
would insure uniformity, and compel those who have escaped their 
share of the burden of public expense to discharge their obliga- 
tions. 

It should be remembered that assessment on the basis of actual 
value will not add to anybody's burden, because the rate will be 
iowered to correspond with the higher valuation. The net result 
of such a procedure will be to lower the total paid by those who 
are now relatively over assessec and transfer the burden to those 
who are under assessed.

Rule 17 was amended so that the catcher 
must stand witnin 10 feet of the plate 
throughout the game, and rule 3 is changed 
to conform with this amendment. 

To make rule 30 more comprehensive, the 
words “in which case the umpire shall call 
@ strike,’’ are added. 

In rule 32, the word “after” is substituted 
for ‘“‘and,’’ making the rule read: “If the 
ball is thrown by the pitcher to any player 
other than the catcher (except to retire a 
hase runner), after the batsman is standing 
in his proper position ready to strike at a 
itched ball. each ball so delivered shall

SMOTHERED THE PLAY, “THE 
JAMES BOYS IN MISSOURI.” 


IT GLORIFIED THE OUTLAWS.

Frank James journeyed from St. Louis 
purposely to stop this play.’ He has been 
an actor himself all the fall and winter 
up to within a week ago, when he closed 
at Shenandoah, Pa., and returned to his 
home in St. Louis, where he heard of the 
show, “The James Boys in Missouri,”’ and 
came at once to this city to stop it. 

‘For 20 years I pave been trying to live 
down a reputation that came to me in early 
iife,”” said Frank James. “For the last 
20 years I have so lived that I have earned 
the friendship and confidence of a large 
part of the people, and that friendship and 
confidence is worth more to me than all 
the money I could have.
